There are many evi- 
dences'of (his,, but the exceptional and steadily increasing cost 
of lumber-of all'kihcis should alone be; sufficient to convince 
the most careless observers of. the situation. 
.''In'.Massachusetts' a bill has been, or is about to be, iiitro- 


' cliiccd in the Legislature authorizing Ihe slate to purchase sortie 
250,000 acres of waste land to l?e devoted to the growing of 
forests. The land is practically worthless as it is, being as- 
sessed at only about'$5 an acre. 
It is claimed that if this land 


were planted to the right kind of trees it would ultimately pay 
all costs and a large profit to the state. Whether this is so or 
not it would qeilaihly mean big value to the stale in years fo 
come, not only by producing limber that will be greatly need- 
ed, but by increasing the wafer power,, which is so largely 
dependent upon'tlic forests lo insure reasonable steadiness of 
flow. It'is because of the advantages'to the stale as a whole, 
and the fact that limber growing is a long-lime proposilion, 
that s(ate:actioii isidvocated instead of leaving the matter to 
private.enterprise. '•'

To some'Ibis .will be the objcc'lional feature of Ihe bill. 


There are many who will feel that it would be be tier lo en- 
courage individual effort rather than that the slate should lake 
(he mailer directly in hand, as Ihe public management of busi- 
ness affairs is apt to'be expense. These people will regard 
with more favor the plan advocated iu (his stale by Professor 
Woodward, forester of New Hampshire College,'who recom- 
mends to the owners of woodlands that have been cut over, 
and;which arc worth little for anything but (he growing of tim- 
ber, the planting of. white and red pine and Norway spruce, 
which would in (line grow tA 'be very valuable. Tic points oul 
|ha( one man can take care of a considerable trad and assures 
owners of waste lands that in this way 'flic, lands could be1 
turned to profitable account in spite of the lime required for 
tffe'crop.to grow. 


The imporlant'poinl is (hat (here are large tracts in mosl of 


the New.England,states which should be reforested. Whether 
the work should be done by the states or by Hie owners is a 
question that suitable study should solve, but that it ought to 
be done-fhere is no question.

It is wellthat the; matter is receiving attention, for it is 


worthy of it, and il is I obc hoped that the agitation will be 
continued until it.leads lo the practical and substantial results 
thaj are sure to follow properly conducted reforestation.
